Columbus found the people 
of America using corn and the pil­

What a European War 
Mould Cost. 
london, Oct. 
31,—The 
enormous 
expenditure that a war between two 
great European powers entail can be 
seen from the following details of the 
cost of the Franco-German war of 
1870. which appears in the current 
issue of the “Array and Navy Gazette” 
The cost from July IT, IMO, to the 
following May on 
which 
day 
the 
treaty of Frankfort was ratified, was 
1,912,000,000 francs or about $385,000- 
000, this being for war charges, prop­ 
erly so called. This sum works out at 
something like $1,560,000 per day. 
But if the charges for the provis­ 
ioning of Paris, the support of the 
families of soldiers, the maintenance 
of the invading armies, contributions 
imposed by the * enemy, loans succor 
for the victims of the war, repair of 
damage done, or other indirect charge 
and the vast indemnity of five mil­ 
liards, with its interest, be added, the 
total cost of the war is brought up to 
the colossal figure 
of 
$1,973,000,090 
and to a rate of some $8,100,000 per 
day. 
The cost of the war to Germany is 
estimated, with 
contingent 
charges, 
and the reorganization of the army 
but not th e ‘ordinary military budget, 
to have been $675,000,000. 
In modern conditions a year of war 
would 
cost 
France 
$2,200,000,000 
while for Germany the outlay would 
be something approaching the vast 
sum of $’,500,ooo,nun.

housekeeping 
schools. 
These are to move from place to 
place and give instruction in house­ 
keeping to the daughters of laborers, 
craftsmen and farming people. 
The 
plan of instruction comprises cook 
lng, baking, conserving and putting 
up fruit, vegetables, and other food 
articles, dairying, feeding and care­ 
taking of farm animals, poultry cul­ 
ture, raising of fruit and vegetables, 
sewing, 
repairing and cleaning of 
sanitation of the home, nutrition and 
health. 
The course of instruction will take 
about eight weeks. 
Schools of this 
sort have been in existence in the 
Rhenish province and in some of the 
other German states and have been 
of great benefit. 
It is intended even­ 
tually to provide such an itinerating 
school for every county In Prussia.—
